Annuals are those plants which produce flowers the same season in which the seedis sown. The 
Hardy Annuals may be planted (from April until June) in open ground, wherever they are wanted to 
bloom, as they do not require artificial heat. The Halfhardy Annuals do bestif sown indoors or in hot- 
beds, and should be kept somewhat shaded when young, to prevent sun-burning and baking of the soil. 
It is necessary to harden them by free ventilation, before transplanting. 


Perennials and Biennials.—The latter lasts but two years, usually flowering the second season, but 
many of them will bloom the first by starting indoors. The Perennials continue to blossom year after 
year if not winter-killed; many will flower the first season if started early, but may be sown any time in 
spring orsummer. The latter is the best treatment for the hardy kinds. The half-hardy sorts should 
be started under glass and protected during winter. If sown in snmmer, the seed-beds should be shaded 
from the hot sun to prevent baking of the soil. 


SOWING THE SEED.—Nine-tenths of the failures in flower culture come from improper treatment 
of the seeds and young plants. We urge every purchaser of our seeds to carefully study the cultural di- 
rections printed on each package, and, in general, never cover flower.seeds more than their own thick- 


ness with soil,
